about 500 arrived ill town. This 6IH1- 
eulty, however, was overcome by some 
of tin." townspeople offering their ware- 
houses for temporary shelter. Some of 
these women and children were glad of 
this shelter offered them, for they had 
been two days on foot and had slept, 
one night on the 'open prairie. 

The majority of the women, how- 
ever, resisted, and a certain amount 
of force had to ho employed to take 
them into the halls. The women of 
the second batch, however, owing to 
different arrangements, did not show 
any resistance, and walked quietly into 
the sheds. One of the gent lemon in 
the crowd protested against this forcc,_ 
and argued, that as these people were 
both harmless and armless, and did 
not believe in force, and therefore 
that tin force should be used toward 
them, and thai the women who were 
not willing without force should be al- 
lowed to go with the men.

Mr. Fielding Gives Out a State- 
ment Regarding Canada's 
Position. 



Montreal, Nov. 5.— The Star's .Lon- 
don cable says: The Vienna corres- 
pondent uf the London Standard makes 
this comment: "By the Colonial con- 
ferences disclosures, people realize the 
fact that ICugldiid, if attacked, is fully 
able to strike back. Political econom- 
ists who, like the German professor, 
Herr Wolf, of the University Brcslnu, 
have been advocating a central Euro- 
pean or continental customs union 
au-aiiisi England, may find their efforts 
merely lay a further stepping stone to- 
wards the customs union within the 
British Empire, <>( which the Colonial 
conference may have laid the founda- 
tion. German papers say Canada's ex- 
ample wherein- she granted preference 
treatment to Kngland and forfeited the 
most favored nation treatment with 
Germany, is likely to warn other colon- 
ies and England herself against a pre- 
ferential policy. All the same, the coh- 
tineutnl press find in the proceedings of 
the conference fresh cause to watch 
anxiously Mr. Chamberlain's next 
move. 

Toronto, Nov. 5.— Tile Evening Tele- 
gram's London cable says: The 'Man- 
chester Guardian in its comment op Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech with reference to 
contributions of the colonies to Im- 
perial defence, says: "Sir Wilfrid 
'Laurier was right in refusing to plunge 
Canada into the vortex of militarism." 

Ottawa, Out., Nov. 5.— The Minister 
of Finance today handed out an official 
statement of the proceedings of the 
Colonial conference held, in .London. 

On the subject of preferential trade 
the members of the Imperial cabinet 
were inclined to minimize the value of 
the preference given by Canada. The 
Canadian ministers gave a history of 
tlie preferential tariff, showing the in- 
crease that had taken place in the trade 
between Canada and the 'Mother Coun- 
try, and contending that this increase 
was due to the preference. During the 
debate suggestions were made as to 
the advantages which might be given 
by Canada in return for preference in 
the British markets. Finally a resolu- 
tion was adopted in favor of the Cana- 
dian preference and its adoption by 
oilier countries. The Canadian minis- 
ters from the beginning of the confer- 
ence claimed that in consideration of 
the substantial preference given by 
Canada for the Mother Country. Cana- 
dian food products should he exempted 
by the United Kingdom from the duties 
recently imposed. Hon. J. Chamber- 
lain, on behalf of tho Imperial govern- 
ment, was unable to agree to the pro- 
posal of Canada. The Canadian minis- 
ters stated that if the Imperial gov- 
ernment would accept the principle of 
preferential trade generally, and par- 
ticularly grant food products of Can- 
ada exemption from the duties now 
levied, Canada would be prepared to 
give the British manufacturer an in- 
creased advantage over bis foreign com- 
petitor in the markets of Canada.

Ottawa, Nov. 5.— Mr. Fielding'* state- 
ment issued today clearly douionstutes 
tho force o£ the Conservative contention 
that by granting preference to Itritish 
goods tlie Laurier government cut the 
ground from under i.lieir feet and ren- 
dered it impossible to secure a pioferem e 
for Canada, the itritish government pos- 
itively refusing the Canadian requests. 
On Iho iiuestioil of Imperial defence, the 
British ministers desired a colonial con- 
tribution to the navy and establishing 
in the colonics special military forces to 
be available when required for service in 
any paction of the Empire. Canada re- 
fused to accede on the ground that it 
involved an important departure from 
the principle of colonial self-govern- 
ment. 

The conference passed resolutions fav- 
oring holding their conferences every 
three years; that the colonies should con- 
sult on treat'es affecting them; that the 
system for mutual protection of patents 
throughout the Empire should be devised;

FIREWORKS EXPLOSION. 

Later Reports of the- Terrible New 
York Accident. 

New York, Nov. 5.- -With the list of 
12 persons killed and 7-t injured be- 
fore him, Coroner .Scholed has inaugur- 
ated an Investigation of the explosion 
of fireworks in Madison square last 
evening.

Th» Victoria Athletic Club has done 
much for sport in Victoria, for under Us 
auspitts several cood boxing contests 
have been held, and that of last night 
rwas n» exception. The fifteen-round 
l)oxinp contest for points between 1 J . 
Daklty, artificer of II. XI. S. Shenr- 
IWater, and T. Todd, first-class petty 
officer ef II. II. S. Grafton, was a well 
contested, clean fought light, in which 
ton ducinieit wan given to Todd, for 
■both men w*ro still in the ring at the 
call of tin* in the fifteenth round, 
Itii'htiuj as cleanly and tamely as ever. 
Thora was a large nudieuee present, the 
I>ast contest* having whetted the inter- 
est of tht §p»rt-loTing public for the 
event «f lact night, and applause was 
frequent as the boxers made a jioint. 

The bit lontest tvus preceded by a 
ouniber ef interesting preliminaries, in- 
cluding l>«xiu£ contests between several 
couples aid singlestick exhibitions by 
••xport stick-handlers from the navy. 
Messro. Miller and Beuiuington fought 
a lively thr«» rounds, and M nil ton and 
Mellish had three lively rounds, the de- 
cision gtlng to the former, and Messrs. 
IGrundy and Uunuol, singlestick instciu- 
lors of H. M. S. Grafton, gave an in- 
teresting exhibition. Then Prof. Foster 
announced the big go, and after the ref- 
eree, Mr. John Bradeu, had made his 
announcement, the. two men entered tho 
ring, and went to the corners with their, 
seconds. From the moment 'rime-keep- 
er Morphy gave them the bell until he 
(rang it at tho close of the fifteenth 
wound, the two men fought cleanly and 
brilliantly. There was not a clinch dur- 
ing the whole fifteen rounds, the two 
Itighting freely anil openly. Neither 
seemed to care to force the lighting, 
each seemingly being wary of the other, 
isis they have mot before, and each 
Jcnows the other's ability. Todd is heav- 
ier than Oakley and evidently in better 
training, for he lasted, being fresher 
than bis opponent towards the closing 
rounds. 

From start to finish the contest wa= 
n good one, and the spectators were 
iwell pleased at the exhibition put up by 
tho two saiiormen, who are both very 
handy with their "mitti." The first part 
of tho fight went to Oakley, who scored 
ninny moTe points in the opening rounds 
than did his opponent, hut his wind gave 
nut, and Todd started in tho seventh 
round to land frequently, and from that 
time until the light closed he scored 
ivoint after print, until at the close of 
the fifteenth round be had scored S3 
■points against 40 for his opponent. 

In the first round both men sparred 
Iwnrily, but Oakley managed to get in 
severoj jabs with his left, and Todd, 
iwho was swinging, failed to land. Oak- 
ley scor*d three points against his two 
in this-To'nnd. The second round was 
lOakley'a from start to finish. He got 
lin two good leads with his left, and then 
'jabbed hie left on the jaw. He made 
several good leads, whereas Todd got in 
[but two light taps. Oakley made nine 
qioints to Todd's two in this round. Todd 
(was still swinging wildly in the third, 
land Oakley managing to get in a jab 
With his left now anil then. It was Oak- 
ley's round and he scored five points to 
(three for his opponent. 

The fourth round was an evenly 
Ifougllt one. Todd got hi one with his 
Jeft, and repeated it, and then Oakley 
Jed on the jaw, getting in twice. It was 
si lively round, Todd leading more than 
lie had done. Each man scored six 
points. The fifth and sixth rounds were 
Todd's. Oakley got in :i couple with his 
Jeft, making three points in all during 
the fifth, but Todd managed to land 
■several times when he pressed his op- 
ponent towards the rojies and scored 
'four points, and in the sixth Todd — still 
(forcing the fighting— scored four points 
■against his •pponent's two. Tho eighth 
rouud tvss overwhelmingly in favor of 
Todd, who landed a number of times on 
Oakley's chest and face, chiefly with his 
left. He scored ten points against Oak- 
ley's one. Both men were tired in the 
eighth, and fought free. Todd lend sev- 
eral times, but Oakley countered, and 
the round closed with four points to 
Todd and Iwo to Oakley. 

In the ninth Todd continued to gain, 
petting in a series of light Laps, all of

Gentlemen of the Trades mid Labor 
Council, — I see In the Dally Colonist of 
October 17, that you are ut a lass to know 
what Is best to be dime with Chinese chil- 
dren In the way of educating them In 
Jour schools. Pardon me If I am tres- 
passing on your opinions. I am one of the 
old pioneers of Urltlsh Columbia, 'and I 
take Home Interest la its future. I am of 
the opinion that If they are educated in 
the public schools It will Ik- very detriment- 
al to British Columbia. Thev will be call- 
ed, into court to Interpret the Chinese lan- 
guage, wherein I know they never will do 
Justice. 1 have seen one of these cases 
where a Chinaman was called to Interpret, 
and hi- tout me that he would not commit 
the Chinaman, and In mv opinion that 
will prevail in nil cases. Your case would 
do very well If your children were taught 
the Chinese language: then the China men 
could do no damage in court. I Aiopc. 
gentlemen, you will not think It out of 
place in me to write the«e few lines on tills 
subject.

EDUCATION. 

There lire three main ideas about edu 
•cation. One is that education is a pro- 
«ess of instilling knowledge, and that 
knowledge is made up of facts. This is 
perhaps the most elementary and niis- 
Jeading idea of education which exists. 
Its baneful influence is spread over a 
groat deal of the work of our schools. 
There is no quantitative value whatever 
in the acquisition of facts. If 1 know 
some facts, to learn more facts docs not 
make ine better educated? And if 1 
knew all the facts ever contained by u 
•Uiliiau brain I would still remain a re- 
pository of facts inferior to an encyclo- 
pedia. Is a human being to be compared, 
and always as inferior, to a book. The 
solo educative effect of the acquisition 
of. facts is to train the memory. That 
certainly is an important factor in edu- 
cation. A. trained memory is a mean* 
towards education, and the acquisition 
of facts is a means towards a trained 
memory. But neither is the end of edu- 
cation. The second theory of educa- 
tion is that it is a means of training 
human beings to do certain things in 
the same way ns a dog is trained to do 
certain things. Thus we speak in com- 
mon language of an educated dog. Many 
of the reformers of our present system 
of popular education which rests very 
largely open the acquisition of facts idea 
of education, desire to substitute the 
educated dog idea. Only, they do not 
call it that, they call it technical educa- 
tion. They see that it is not turning 
out very successfully to make very im- 
perfect encyclopedias out of poor hu- 
manity, so they would like to see theui 
learn to do cleverly and quickly, like 
animals in a menagerie, a number of 
things. The third idea of education, 
and it is the true one, is (hat education 
is a menus of developing mental power, 
mental agility and mental polish. The 
educated man is not the man who knows 
oil facts, but who can deal wit h new 
facts. il-Ie is not the man who has 
acquired certain tricks like an educated 
monkey, but the man who can bring 
an active, intelligent, end resourceful 
mind to bear upon fresh problems in 
new circumstances. An instructive 
parallel may be drawn from the prac- 
tice of gymnastics. No one makes of 
gymnastics nn cud in themselves, at 
least no one should do so. Their object 
is to develop muscular power and agil- 
ity so that when n special strain or long 
.continued effort i* necessary, the ability 
to undergo them may be there. That is, 
or Should be the object of the education 
which the risiug generation receives in 
our public schools. Whether it is or 
not, depends very much upon tho spirit 
which animates tho teachers, much 
more than upon the subject of their 
teaching. The human mind awakes, be- 
comes conscious of its powers, nnd 
stronger in their exercise, through the 
direction and stimulus of an older nnd 
more powerful mind. You can put a 
live pig inlo a machine at one end and 
extract it from the other in tho form 
of sausages. But there is no mechani- 
cal process for dealing with tbc human 
mind nnd transforming the child into 
an educated man or woman. A dis-

parenlly to the clouds. It is from thfl 
apexes of these that the electric Hashes, 
representing the mother tongue, are ex- 
pected to convey intelligence in fraction- 
al time to similar lowers nt l'oldhu, in 
Cornwall, across the sea, and ultimately 
around the globe itself. 

A white, winding sandy road, dwindl- 
ing to little more than a path as it fol- 
lows the contour of the cliffs, leads from 
the village to the reservation of the tele- 
graph station. One drives through the 
dooryanls of tlie cottagers, whose home- 
steads here become gradually more nnd 
more remote from each other until, with- 
in 1500 yards of the entrance to the 
grounds, two or three small cottages, 
little more than huts, mark the boundary 
to the approach of the almost sacred 
privacy o.' the telegraph station. 

A high wire fence bounds the spacious 
grounds, which include the lofty bluff, 
pointing seaward. Here visitors must of 
necessity conio to a halt, nnd view 
with .something akin to awe this latest 
achievement ot man, so far as it is re- 
vealed in the stupendous towers, the 
twisted cables ami the groups of low, 
one story buildings that make up the 
residence of .Manager A r yvynn and his 
employees, nnd the telegraph plant itself. 
At this distance photographs of tho tow- 
ers, the promontory, and view seaward 
may be taken, but little of the mysteri- 
ous workings within the buildings can be 
understood. 

The four towers, which have the open 
lattice-work appearance of the towers 
of the new East River bridge, are eacli 
iJl5 feet high, und ouch is many feet 
square at the base. The four form a 
square, each side of which is -00 feet 
long. These structures are not composed 
of steel, but of strong timbers, bolted to- 
gether. They nre solidly constructed in 
cement foundations. At varying inter- 
vals in height steel guys lend to th» 
ground. There nre hundreds of these 
guys, and they are anchored nt distance* 
varying from n few feet to 50 yards from 
the bases of the towers. They are ex- 
pected to easily withstand the fury of 
the fiercest hurricane.

BRITISH STATISTICS. 

Somo Figures Relating to the United 
Kingdom. 

There is a mint of information for the 
historian in a liluebook just issued 
from His Majesty's Stationery Olllce, 
London : "The Statistical Abstract for 
the United Kingdom in each of the last 
-fifteen years from 18S7 to 1901." 

In hard figures this volume tells of the 
rise and fall of industries, of the bur- 
delis of pence and war, of the ever-grow- 
ing demands of the Treasury on the in- 
come of the nation. The .story of the 
war shows that for the first few years 
of the period covered the national rev- 
enue was steadily increasing by obout 
£1,000,000 a year, while in 1809-1900 it 
increased by eleven millions and a half, 
in 1900-1 by almost eleven millions, and 
in 1901-2 by over twelve and a half mil- 
lions, standing' in that year at £14-2,997,- 
990. Yet during those throe years there 
were deficiencies between the estimated 
and the actual revenues of £111,882,- 
302, £53,270,580, and £52,524,210, re- 
spectively. 

The .total expenditure chargeable 
against revenue in 19t»l-2 was £195,522,- 
215. To meet that expenditure property 
and income tax provided £34,800,000, 
against £14,440,000 iu 1SS7-8. 

The history of British commerce is 
recorded in the statistics of imports and 
exports. For the. first time in 15 years 
the total value of both showed a de- 
crease. For 1900 the figures were £S77- 
-MS,'.)17, or £21 lis. 4d. jier bend of popu- 
lation; in 1901 the total was £809,854, J 
■m>, or £20 ISs. 9d. per head of popula- 
tion—a total decrease of £7,594,431. 

Sinco 1S87 there has boon an almost 
continuous shrinkage in the area of 
land in the United Kingdom under grain 
cultivation, and 1901 was no exception. 
In 1900 the ncreage was 8,707,<!O2; inj 
1001, 8,476,876. Permanent pasture 
land incrensed by over 100,000 acres.

Copper company's smelter with much 
satisfaction, especially as the shoot of 
irony" ore was stated to be from four 
to live feet in thickness. 

At the l'royidence mine the work of 
sending to the railway station two rail- 
way cars of the rich ore lately mined 
in the drift from the shaft, at about 
IKJ feet below the surface, was com- 
menced last week. This ore will go 
to the Trail smelter, and high returns 
from it are expected. 

Both the smelters iu the neighbor- 
hood of Greenwood continue to run at 
their full treatment capacity. Most of 
the ore being treated at the B. C. Cop- 
per company's smelter comes from the 

mpany s Mother 1/nle mine, but shi[>- 
ments from the Snowslioe mine- are also 
being received right along. The. Mon- 
treal tfc Boston Copper company's smel- 
ter puts through ore from the li. C, 
Snowslioe and Sunset mines.

The wire Is technically designated 
as No. 2 gauge, Is a uuarter of au inch 
In diameter. 

Another important feature of the trans- 
mission system ss arranged by the com- 
pany's electrical experts. Is thnt the wire 
will be strung in four complete circuits. 
This Is to gurantee a continuity of service, 
as even should throe of the lines be out of 
order, the remaining line would still give 
a perfect service. This will 'permit a cur- 
rent to the amount of lL'.OOO horsepower 
to be delivered in the city. 

Mr. J. Buntzen states that it Is the Van- 
couver I'ower company's Intention to hive 
the wire strung and power brought Into 
the city by next October. The mammoth 
tunnel between Lakes Beautiful and Co- 
ipiltlum will not lie finished then, but it i.i 
Intended to use the waterpower from the 
lower lake In order to supply the heavy 
demand for current for Illumination pur- 
poses during the winter months. 

According to the revised plans the pole 
line will be about sixteen miles In length. 
This will start from one of the transform- 
ers at the generating station on Lake Beau- 
tiful nnd run to n point on the north shore 
of the Inlet opposite liarnet. Then nei-o.is 
the Inlet by means of submarine cables nnd 
following the shoreline of the Inlet to a 
point nbout midway between Burnet and 
Hasting.--, whence It will bo located due 
south until It strikes the Westminster tram 
line. The other transformer will he locat- 
ed there, and the line will branch. One 
will go to Vancouver while the other will 
be continued to the power-house on the 
train line. A branch from there will likely 
lie built to New Westminster to furnish 
power to that city.

First Train Entered Edmonton on Octo- 
ber 20. 

From Edmonton Bulletin Oct.24. 

The long expected toot of the locomo- 
tive -was heard in the historic town of Ed- 
monton for the first time on Monday af- 
ternoon, October 20th.

WBBKLr WEATHER SYNOPSIS 



The works of the Algoina, Steel company 
at Sault Ste. Marie. Out., the only steel 
works on Lake Superior, .hare commenced 
tho construction of a great steel and con 
crete dock for receiving oro from the com 
pany's mines on the north shore of Lako 
Superior. These steel works are associated 
with tho various enormous enterprises of 
P. II. Clergue at the Sauit. and are under 
lils management. Two blast furnaces are 
about completed, situated lust back of the 
ore docks and to receive material from 
I hem by machinery operated electrically, 
from power generated in the company's 
vast canal which utilizes the flow of Lake 
Superior. These furnaces will be so closely 
connected with tho bessemer plant and rail 
niilhs of the company that metal will be 
delivered to tho latter without cooling, 
thus putting the plant In line with Uie best 
In American practice. 

The rail mill Is now making about 700 
tons of high-grade rail daily, and aas lust 
added the manufacture of several minor 
articles of track requirement. It Is ex- 
pected that open-hearth furnaces will be 
added, and that the manufacture of nu- 
merous other heavy steel forms will be en- 
tered upon as soon as possible. 

The company's nii-kel and pvrrohlto 
mines are now In operation, and much ore 
Is In the roasting heaps. This ore will he 
treated at the Sault. and a ferro-nlekel 
briquette mode therefrom will he used In 
the blast furnace charge along with hema- 
tite Iron ore. This will give a pig iron that 
will make a nickel steel of the highest 
value for many commercial forms. 

Mr. Clergue and associates are soon to 
commence the erection of the works of 
the Algoma Tube Company. Limited The

Naw, to nee these men and women 
has beer, one of the most wonderful 
incidents in the writer's life, iconic of 
the people are eve: KO years of age, 
and the old men are very much in ap- 
pearance like the ancient patriarchs. 
Others are very young, babes in arm;-, 
and lads and girls of beautiful and 
healthy countenances. I saw in the 
crowd also several curly headed little 
fellows with bright blue eyes, and ex- 
hibiting much vitality. Young men 
and women, with some of whom I 
conversed, exhibited great intelligence 
and grasp of their mission, and could 
.speak very good English. In dress 
Ihey were all very much alike. They 
wear woollen clothes and rubber boots, 
and large numbers of them wear no 
boots at all, and go about- barefooted. 

The following dialogue will give'' you 
some idea of their mission and belief:

— "But these women and chil 
dren cannot preach; few of youj in 
fact, can preach." 

Ans.— "We preach by our life. 
have given up all ami) we go about to 
tell others to do likewise, and live 
only to God." 

Qucs.— "Bui, the weather is cold 
and your wives and children will di< 
of hunger and will perish V" 

Ans.— "Weil, if that is God's will 
we will die." 

Qucs. — "But, what if everyone did as 
you did? And went about and did not 
work? How would you get food to 
oat?" 

Ans. — "We could eat fruit." 
Ques. — "But, we must get trains or 
people to carry fruit to us, for there 
is no fruit growing here." 

Ans.— "If people lived to carry fruit 
to others in order that they might live, 
that would be God's work; but people 
live today to carry fruit and grow 
wheat and other things in order to 
make fortunes and not to glorify God." 

Ques.— "Well, your wife and chil- 
dren are detained here in these halls 
and you won't get them again unless 
you go back to your tillages. Won't 
you go hack?" 

Ans— "We dare not go buck. God 
wants us to go on and on; wo arc pil- 
grims seeking .=. better country." 

Ques.— "But how will you live? You 
have no food and your clothing is not 
sufficient for the very, very cold 
weather?" 

Ans.— "People will give us goods or 
clothing if it is God's will that wo 
should live; otherwise we die." 

The above- is n correct report of a 
dialogue between myself and several 
of the- Doukhobors. And In each case 
the unsworn were very much alike. 



The regular fall meetings of the Sur- 
rey Farmers' Institute were held at the 
school house, Tyenhead, on Friday, Oc- 
tober 24, at 8 p.m., Mr. D. M, Robert- 
son in the chair. On Saturday, October 
-o, a meeting was held at the town hall, 
Surrey Centre, at - p.m., and at Clo- 
verdalo school house at S p.m., President 
Armstrong in the. chair. The speakers 
were Mr. G. It. Cottrelle, on poultry, 
and Mr. John Jackson, on sheep. 

The principal points touched on by Mr. 
Cottrelle were, do not put a hen in a 
breeding pen after she has laid 40 eggs, 
us tho eggs are liable not to be fertile, 
and if fertile, the life germ is liable to 
bo weak. Do not set a mottled shelled 
egg, as his experience had been that 'JO 
per cent, of his unfertile eggs had been 
mottled. After the seventh day, test 
your eggs and remove; all unfertile ones, 
if hatching with an incubator, test 
again after the 18th day. Do Hot teed 
chicks if hatched with a hen till the sec- 
ond day, if hatched with an incubator, 
till the third day. First feed dry bran, 
next oatmeal; give only water for lirst 
threo weeks, after that milk, by degrees. 
He never fed his hens mash till three in 
the afternoon. He used a mash compos- 
ed of 40 per cent, oatmeal or oat chop, 
4U per cent, bran, 15 per cent, potatoes 
or other roots, 5 per cent, liver or meat 
chopped line and mired. L£ he had no 
meat' he would use clover leaves or 
stalks cut fine. The fruit fed in the 
morning was whole uncooked roots, nt 
noon, meat or cut bones, at 3 o'clock, 
mash, in the evening, all the grain they 
would eat, which was always scattered 
in litter. Activity was the most impor- 
tant point in getting eggs. The best and 
cheapest way to keep hen houses clean 
from vermin was to use two-thirds cup 
of crude carbolic acid to a pail of wat- 
er, apply with a tpray pump or brush. 
The most interesting point touched on 
was the fattening of chickens in coops. 
•He himself had 1,000 birds fattening on 
his farm in coops at tlie present time. 
These coops are made out of slats six 
and a half feet long, 10 inches wide, -0 
inches high, divided into three compart- 
ments, four birds in each compartment, 
making 12 birds in each coop. These 
birds are mostly four months old when 
cooped up, are cooped up three weeks, in 
which time they are fed nothing bill, 
mash twice a day, the average gam be- 
ing from 1! to pounds, at a cost uf 
;{'/•. cents a pound. On no account feed 
whole grain to the birds when cooped 
up.

X). G. S. Quadra returned from a 
lighthouse tendering cruise yesterday, 
after an absence ot three weeks. Sue 
went as far north as Lawyer island— 
the most northerly light oil the mouth 
of the iSkeena river. All the lightkeep- 
era were found in good health and with 
provisions, and each received his win- 
ter's supply of provisions, oil, fuel, etc. 

On Sunday last tho Quadra anchored 
in Duncan bay, when bound south, and 
there an enquiry was held into the sui- 
cide of a Chinese, 'Mee Fook ILung, who 
has relatives in Victoria's Chinatown. 
The Chinese, who was employed as cook 
at iMr. Pidcock's residence .it Qnatiaska 
Cove, acrosii the Strait, seemingly imag- 
ined that his employer wanted to kill 
him, so he ran away, ami some time 
afterwards hanged himself in the woods. 
The Chinese was undoubtedly crazy. 
He left Mr. Pidcock's place one dark 
night a month ago, taking a boat, and 
drifted about the Straits for the best 
part of two days. iMr. iPidcock saw 
the boat and gave chase, but the China- 5 
man landed and took to the woods. 
Later he showed up at Huslnm's log- 
ging camp, and worked for a couple 
of days. Then lie went to Saywui'd's 
logging camp at Campbell river, ami 
after working for four -days he returned 
to iilaslam's camp, and the foreman 
told him that if he would cut Wood for 
the road engine he would give him 
passage money to Victoria, lie went 
to work, and two days later disap- 
peared again. lie was not seen until 
John Brown, an employee, found his 
body hanging to a tree in the woods, 
a hundred yards from the camp. The 
loggers, believing that they must not 
touch the remains until an ollicer ar- 
rived, left the Chinaman hanging there 
until the arrival of tho Quadra, three 
days later, and Capt. Wulbran held 
an enquiry, an.! had the suicide cut 
down and placed in a box, to be ship- 
ped to Nanuimo. F. S. Hussey, super- 
intendent of Provincial Police, has wir- 
ed to the officer at Naunimo to have 
the friends of the dead 'Chinese take 
charge of the remains. They heard 
a rumor that he had committed suicide 
some time ago, and chartered the 
steamer iMermaid to go to Iilaslam's 
camp to take charge ot" the body, hut 
on arrival there found that no word 
had been heard of Mee Fook Lung, 
and they returned. 

During her Northern cruise the 
steamer Quadra found another of the 
life buoys of the lost steamer Walla 
IWalln, which was sunk in collision 
with the French bark .Max, now again 
en route to San Francisco, on the nlghP 
ot January 4, ten mouths ano. The 
Quadra was lying in Box Cove, Smith 
Sound, awaiting for favorable weather 
to land her supplies at Egg island light, 
and Mr. .Barnes, the second mate 
found the buoy on the beach. To 
reach its position in the North, the 
buoy must lntvo drifted considerably 
over a thousand miles, even if it had 
gone in a straight line, which is hardly 
probable, for the steamer Walla Walla 
was sunk off the Californiau const near 
Eureka. 

Dining her cruise the Quadra placed 
a beacon on Regatta rock, Seaforth 
channod, Millbauk sound. Capt. Wal 
bran also located and fixed the posi 
tion of the rock in this vicinity oi 
which the steamer Wellington struck 
some weegs ago on her voyage north 
There is IS feet of water on this rock 
at low witter, and on either side of it 
is 12H or 2-1 fathoms. A small beacon 
was also placed on White rock, Pama 
passage, to serve; as a guide to clear 
Wulbran rock, off Pointer island light. 

The steamer leaves again tomorrow 
to place a beacon on Victoria rock 
where the collier Victoria struck i 
short time ago in the vicinity of Salt 
Spring island.

MUCH SILK COMING. 

Over a Million Dollars' Worth on Em- 
press of China. 

Raw silk to the value of $1,310,000 is 
now crossing the Pacific to Victoria 
from Yokohama on the Canadian Pa- 
cific steamship Empress of China, which 
is scheduled to arrive here on November 
11. With the arrival of the silk on 
tiie Empress of China the aggregate re- 
ceipts of raw silk from the Orient with- 
in 40 days will reach the grand total 
valuation of "VJll.OUO. Of the liners 
engaged in tho transportation of silk 
fiom tlie >ut to this port the steam- 
ship Tun. in ..ohls the record for value, 
she having entered on October 4 last 
with cargo of that nature valued at 
*U, 000,000. The Empress of China is 
bringing across the Pacific no less than 
470 tons of raw silk and silk goods in 
the manufactured state.

With her sister vessel, she was built t 
the orders of Maithnul Kersey, then 
superintendent: of the Canadian Dev 
meut line, which afterwards merged 
with the White Pass route.

,maninu is a splendidly equipped steam 
launch, with a speed of about 20 knots 
an hour, built after the style of the 
British naval launches. She is seventy 
feel long, nine ami a half feet beam 
and her engines ami boilers are m 
brass and copper. Her hull is of steel, 
and all told, siie is a tine vessel. She is 
lilted to burn coal, Wood or oil.
